Miss Sain Continues Her Victorious Career — Two In- 
dictments Afrainst the Latoniii Jockey- 
Club Returned. 



— A sliuhf nio(lor:i t ion 
In the weather caused an increase in attend:in<-e 
over yesterday. There was a redu<*ti'»u. how<‘ver. 
in the ranks of layers l»y the droppinp out <d line 
of two bookmakers who operated previously, l.'n- 
wiehly and poor fields that started in the lirst three 
races marred the sport to a noti«*eahle extent. It 
also served to statrnate s|K‘culation. as very few 
showed an inclination to back their only halC-forined 
opinions. 'J'he second race w:»s an exceidion. Sea 
Swell appeared on previous form to outclass the 
others, but the short odds ajrainst the Celia candi- 
date aave the rank and file sli;zhr <»pportunity to lay 
wauers. The mile and a .sixteenth ' handicap for all 
afres enabled Miss Sain to jrain another pur.se and, 
under the weight adjustment, she proved much the 
best and Wini with consummate' ease from Keelaaunt 
let. The latter was a lucky se^cond. for. with any 
kind of Koeal ridiujr. W. F, Schulte’s Glidiim P.edle 
weaihl have taketi second plae-e and jmssibly jriveii 
the winner an argument. 'J'he r>‘s>r showimr of S illy 
I’restou occasioned adverse comment. She was away 
p(H»rly and showed pnuninently for a half, but tired 
badly and ran far below her recent form. 

The bad race that Please ran in the fifth was an- 
other statrsreri'r that favorite playi'rs faced and 
brou‘.rht out a loud howl from them. The filly faih'd 
to show much speed at any stajie of the race and 
alloweil Honest and Merrick to lead her l»y a com- 
fortable marjriu in the tkst half ami Topsy Ilobinsoo 
to pass her in the stret<-h for third place. Honest 
;:ettimr home a half lenath before Merrick. The 
.indues were quick to note the ptK>r performance of 
the filly and on her return to the scales had her 
trainer strip the bandaues from her legs, but nothing 
was found couceah'd in the liaudages to have re- 
tarded her speed. ’Rie trainer was at a loss to ac- 
<*ount for her poor showing and agrecil with the 
judges that she had run a bad race. The matter is 
being l«K)ked into further. 

The presence of the diminutive Ilrannon on Mrs. 
Sewall enabled her backers to get a long price and 
she si'ored a lucky victory despite the fat’t that she 
was mm.'h the best. In the closing race Ilrannon 
was astride llonart, the winner, but on this occa- 
sion he rode a good race and aided his mount to 
victory. (b*orge Hailey, at a long price. tiH>k the 
measure of a bad band in the third race and enabled 
Ids immediate connections to make a handsome 
rrofit. 

.Sea Swell, which ranked a.s one <>f the best young- 
sters at New Orleans, gave evidence of a return to 
good form by the impressive manner in whicli iie 
disposed of his opm>sition in the second race, for 
whl«’h he was a short -priced favorite. 

The Kenton County graml jury returne<l two indict, 
ments yesterda.v against the Latonia Jock(*.v Club. 
The charge in the indictments is “operating a race 
track without a license.” The indictments will not 
I*e l>rought to trial until the present suit in tin* 
Kenton Connt.v Circuit Court against the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission is decided. A decision in 
the case is unlikely until early next week. 

W. 11. Kink. Jr., who was at one time connected 
with “Lucky” Baldwin’s stable. telegraphe«l here 
from California to different owners asking prices on 
their star racers. .1. II. Kespess priced Wintergreen 
at .«:J.OOO, and To<l Celia wired an answer that All 
Red was for sale at .t.A.OfKl. 

W. H. Fizer has faith in the contemplated racing 
venture at New Orleans and has annouiu'ed his in- 
tention of shipping to the Crescent City immediately 
after the close of Latonia racing. 

Horsemen are still anxiously awaiting Campbell 
Scott's announcement of plans for the proposed Avin- 
ler nuH'tiug to be held in New Orlwins. Several 
additional horsemen from the east are expecte«l to 
arrive here during the next few days. 

Several of the more prominent horsemen are con- 
templating retiring from the racing here for the 
remainder of the season on account of scarcifv of 
good rifling alent. 

RACING DEPENDS ON THE COURTS. 

New York. November ,7. — What is to l»e the future 
of the turf in this section is a subject which none 
of the persons chiefl.v interested will discuss, mucii 
less venture a prediction nor exi»ress an otunion. The 
re election of (iovernor Hughes is concedf'fi to be of 
momentous import, in that it reflects public seiiti- 
• fient in favor of the measures he urged and forced 
tile enactment of to suppress betting at race tracks. 

Speaking of the situation a prominent turfman 
said: “Our only resource is the C<»urt of Appeals. 

W(' must get an opinion from that Ixidv defining the 
scope and. perhaps, the comstitutionality of the Hart- 
Agnew law. If the bench of final jurisdiction in tliis 
state says the law in question is as comprehensive 
as Governor Hughes holds it to l>e, and has no limit- 
ation in its application to wagers on speeil contests 
between horses, there will be onb’ one thing for the 
racing associations to do. and that is to close their 
gates and go out of business. 

“People Avill not attend races unless thev can have 
more than a passive interest in them: they must be 
able to make a wager that will stimulate au active 
interest that will be exhilarating and healthful. As 
for the jockey clubs, they must have gate receipts 
and other revenue, in order to be able to offer valu- 
able purses and stakes. We must await a final 
ruling on tbe law and shape our course accordingly. 

“So far as the turf is concern»'d in the east, 
Maryland and Canada are the only sections in a 
position to continue the sport. Favorable laws are 
in the statutes of Maryland and if proper parties 
get control of racing in that state, there may l>e 
a broadening of operations and a healthy develop- 
ment of thoroughbred interests within its borders.” 

BOOKMAKERS AT OAKLAND. 

San Francisco. Cal.. November 5. — There is con- 
siderable speculation as to the probable numl>er of 
books that will be in line on opening day at Emer.v- 
ville. Last year twenty-nine books cut in on open- 
ing day, wliich represented the record for the be- 
ginning of any California season. From tliat figure 
the count steadily mountt'd until the record-breaking 
total of forty-two Avas readied when the season Avas 
at its height. It Is considered likely that tlie show- 
ing on opening day this season Avill not vary much 
from the corresiMuiding occasion one year ago. ami 
tliere will be some surprise should more than thirty 
layers hang up their slates as a starter. Many 
layers w'bo will break into the game later on are 
planning to get a line on the form of the horses 
before cuffing In. and will allow a week or two to 
go by before they venture to chalk up any odds. 

DEMOCRATS VOTED FOR HUGHES. 

I Governor Hughes’ re-election by a plurality so 

' small In comparison with that of Mr. Taft In this 
state is significant of the resentment of a great bodv 
of voters caused by his imperious insistence upon 
the anti-betting legislation and a belief that he 
Avouhl faA’or enactment of further laws designed to 
restrict personal lib«'rt.v. But for Mr. Taft’s tidal 
wave it Is doubtful whether Mr. Hughes would have 
l*ee*n elected. At the same time tlie vote in New 
York City — ^regarded as the stronghold of the “per- 
sonal liberty” advoe'ates— shows that many demo- 
crats voted for him and presumably approved of his 
course. — New York Herald. 



INCREASED ATTENDANCE AT PIMLICO. 



Washington Meeting Announced. 

Baltimore. Md., Novemlier .^». -The Maryland 
Jockey Club provided an I'xeellent program for 
patrons of tin* Fimih'o course this afternoon. There 
were two handicaps on the <*aid. the Baltimore 
Brewers’ Ihindieufi for thri'e-year-olds and over and 
tin* .luvcuiiU' Hamlicap for two-.vear-olds. A steeple- 
cha.'se over the short eonrsi' also served as a fea- 
ture. The attendance showed a decided increase 
over that of yesterday, the ranks of the regulars 
being swelh'd li.v the arrivals of many turf followers 
from New York. Favoriti's managed to Avin three 

tlie ra«*es. the snecessful choices being Consistent. 
Sir Wooster and Statesman. Large fields went to the 
post in a majorit.v of tlie races and good racing was 
in order. 'I'wo more track rei'ords wt're reduced, a 
new mark for one mil*' and seventy yards being es- 
tahlislied when Tony Bmiero Avon the third race in 
1:44^, Avhich was a full second faster than Live 
Wire ran tlie distance on October 24 last. 

In the fifth race, which was won by Bobbie Kean. 
li<‘ ran a mile and a sixteenth in 1:474. which Avas 
almost a half sc'cond faster than the previous track 
leeord lor tlie distance, which was held by tlie same 
horse fliat breke it today.

M. Garrity’s contract on joc-key Archibald has 
been acquired by A. B. Spreckels and Archibald Avill 
come here from Santa Anita immediately.

ROYALTY IN OLD TIME MATCHES. 

Matches often w*ere nm under royal patronage. 
So far back as 1377 the prince who became Richard 
II. seems to have been beaten in a match against 
the Earl of Arundel — “owners up” — and aftenvard to 
have lM>ught the victor’s horse for a sum equal now 
to $20,000. King Charles II. himself roile his horse. 
Woodcock, in a match at New’raarket in 1071. and 
was beaten. Even the austere King William III. 
ran a horse in a match for a stake of 2,000 guineas, 
while Queen Anne ran several horses in her own 
name in matches at York and at Newmarket. The 
future George IV. ran a memorable match against 
time when twenty-two years of age, riding from 
Brighton to London and back (112 miles) in ten 
hours, on the same horse, as it appears. 

NEW STEEPLECTHASE STAKE PLANNED. 

Horsemen of Virginia and Maryland are planning 
the institution of a steeplechase at two miles and a 
half that may become an annual fixture of impor- 
tance. The race Avill be run. unless the scheme now 
under way miscarries, at Pimlico track either next 
spring or next fall. 

It is to be a Virginia and Maryland race exclu- 
sively, ten men from each state annually subscribing 
$100 and nominating three horses, all of which may 
start, and the Majryland Jockc'v Club to add from 
$.700 to $1,000 and a piece of plate to tbe subscrip- 
tions.

HOW THEY DO IT AT SHREVEPORT. 

Shreveiwirt, La.. Novemlier 5. — Because of the law 
pass«Hl at the la.st session of the legislature prohibit- 
ing iKXikniuking. STK*eulation on the horse races at 
Ih"' IxMiisiana State Fair here this .vear is coudueteil 
differently from former ways. There is no system of 
betting. It was stated by some of the horseineii that 
It would be the oral system, but eouditious puzzled 
the visitors. Persons not familiar with turf wa- 
gering ha<l no idea there was betting in any form, 
for to the ordinary eye it W'as not evident. Visiting 
horsemen and local sport.smen exclianged considerable 
money and seem to have enjoyed the new' form of 
making wagers, but all of them were careful not to 
make their movements public. On some of the races 
large sums are understood to have been transferred 
in this manner, the conditions of the speculation 
being strictly iKdw'een individuals. There w'ere pres- 
ent many lovers of the siK»rt w’ho have ahvays par- 
ticipated in book betting, and although none of tliein 
was seen fiashing tickets and running to the iru.nev 
counter, they held in their memories the offers that 
had been made. The individn.al betting is something 
strange here. The management of the races have 
made known the provisions of the law prohibiting 
h«x>kmaking betting and say they will not .sam liou 
violations. 

LUCKY ESCAPE OF THOROUGHBREDS. 

The large I.amport-Holt Line steamship Velasquez. 
W’hlch left New’ York on August 20 destined for 
Buenos Ayres. Argentina, witli the shipment of the 
Keene and Huggin thoroughbred mares and stallimis, 
and which arrived at its destination iu due time 
without any mishap, is reixirted to have been 
wrecked off the coast of Brazil on Its return trip.

A month ago in this column we noted her arrival 
at Buenos Ayres witli KM) head of bloodstm-k, fully 
Insured and consigned by Messrs. Ilaggin and Keene 
for sale by public auction. It Is fortuiiale f«»r those 
underwriters who carried the bloodstock risk th.st 
I this casualty did not take place w’hen passing the 
same siKit on the outward voyage, as some doubt 
is expressed as to whether the liuer can he salved. 
The Velasijuez is new’, cost upward of $.5<>0.iM)o, and 
is admiruhly adapted for the carriage of valuable 
live sl<H*k.’’
